Lonpon, Aug. 7.—[Copyright, 1891, 
by the New York Associated Press.) 
If the presence’ of royal persons can 
insure the success of the World’s Fair 
in Chicago, its success now seems to be 
assured. It is certain that several 


Members ofthe English royal family 
are showing such interest in the prog- 


ress of the preparations as indicates an 
intention on their part to visit the fair, 
and communications have reached 
London from Berlin which leave little 
doubt that if Europe is at peace at the 
time the German Emperor will indulge 
himself in the greatest voyage of his 
life, seeing America. 

Since the prorogation speech an- 
nounced that the coming session would 
deal with questions already elaborated, 
allrumors of an immediate general 
election have veased. Members know 
that the legislative programme men- 
tioned in the Queen’s speech in No- 
vember last is left incomplete and will 
be resumed next year. Besides the 
Irish local bill the ministers have per- 
fected an English measure developing 
the existing system of local govern- 
ment by creating district councils and 
other bills. The opposition are pre- 
pared to see the government succeed 
in carrying these without fearing 
that the cabinet will be thereby 
so strengthened as to avert 
defeat on an appeal to the country. 
The burden of the work rests upon 
Balfour. In his Irish Local Govern- 
ment Billit is understood a feature 
will be the franchise of electors for 
county boards, the boards being con- 
fined to persons actually paying rates. 
Tbe measure will bear the smallest re- 
sembiance to home rule measures. The 
leading principle will prevent boards 
created under its provisions from be- 
ing controlled by the masses. _.. 

RECENT NAVAL MANEUVERS 

The three weeks of naval maneuvers 
just concluded in the North Sea have 
been keenly watched by every govern 


mentin Europe. Experts blame the ad- 
miralty for suddenly changing plans, 
converting them into tactical man- 


| Ouvers,thus spoiling the initiative of the 


admiral commanding. In spite of the 
admiralty’s blundering, the evolutions 
ielded results of immense importance. 
hey have shown the rapidity of mobi- 
lization of the English fleet in reality; 
that the new and complicated instru- 
ments of sea warfare like the battle 
ships Sans Pareil and Nile can be 
equipped, manned and sent to sea in a 
few days ready for action. They have 
also proved that the 110-ton guns used 
on the Sans Pareil can be worked 
rapidly and successfully, penetrating 
nineteen inches of iron armor and 
fifteen inches'of any compound armor 
afloat at a range of 2000 yards. An- 
other discovery made has modified the 
accepted ideas of the value of torpedo 
vessels. In no instance did torpedo 
vessels succeed in an attack on 
an ironclad. The system followed 
against torpedo vessels converted 
defense into attack. Instead of waiut- 
ing for the torpedo vessels, the war- 
ships went for them. Out of twenty 
torpedo boats four were adjudged cap- 
tured, while two protecting sbips were 
destroyed and seventeen attacks re- 
pulsed. The superiority of active over 
passive defense against torpedo boats 
is therefore held to be demonstrated. 
DILLON THE NEW IRISH LEADER. 
Dillon while here conferred unceas- 
ingly with the Parnellites with a view 
of ending the schism 1n the Irish party. 
He found them resolutely opposed to 
Parnell’s retirement asa condition of 
reunion. Several intimated their 
intention to withdraw from _pub- 
lic life, but during the tenure 
of their places in the Commons they 
willadhere to their old leader. The 
meeting of Dillon, O’Brien, McCarthy 
and Sexton to deliberate on the future 
leadership of the party resulted in an 
agreement that Dillon should. be form- 
ally invested with the leadership when 
Parliament reassembles.

| Short Work Made of Illicit 


Sealers. 


|The Rush Captures a British Poacher

The Corwin Seizes a’Frisco Schooner

Eighty More Unlawful Sealers to be 
Attended to—The Commercial 
“Company Completes Its

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—|By the As- 
sociated Press:| Capt. Coulson, com- 
mandirg the revenue cutter lush, re- 
ports to the Treasury Department, 
under date of Ounalaska, July 9, as 
follows: 

Ou the 6th inst., while cruising north 
of Unalamek Pass with bis command 
for the purpose of warning vessels in

three men and all the implements, raft, 
etc., mecessary for sealing. Upon 
being hailed, Capt. McDougall said 
that he was sealing. Capt. Coulson 
therefore lowered ‘a boat and sent 
Lieuts. Newcomb and Cantwell to 
board and thoroughly examine the ves- 
sel. It was then ascertained that the 
Marvin had been boarded on July 1 by 

the U.S.s8. Thetis near the island of 
Unga, and furnished with a copy of 
the President’s proclamation and ne- 
cessary warning to the master not to 
enter Bering Sea for the purpose of 
sealing. On that occasion the master 
reported that he had no seaiskins 0 
board. He refused to allow the board- 
ing officers of the Thetis to indorse on 
bis register that be had been notified, 
and is reported as being otherwise un- 
civil. Ou examination by the officers 
of the Rush two fresh sealskins were 
found ov board, 
._ The circumstances of the case, and 
the evident intent of the master to 
continue sealing, notwithstanding the 
warning given, were considered sufli- 
cient by Couls6h to justifv the seizure 
of the vessel. Lieut. Quinan was 
placed on board, and the vessel. crew, 
arms, sealskins, papers, etc., were de- 
livered into the custody of Lieutenant- 
Commander Mead, U.S.N., command- 
ing the steamer Alki, and subsequently 
turned over to Capt. Turner, of the 
British ship Nymph, which arrived at 
Ounalaska on the 7th inst. : 
ANOTHER POAGHER SEIZED. 

Capt. Hooper, commanding the rev- 

enue steamer Corwin, reports to the 
Treasuty Department under date ef 
Ounalaska, July 18, the séizure of the 
American schooner Laninfa of San 
Francisco near St. Paul’s Island on 
the 14th inst., for violation of the Pres- 
ident’s proclamation. This vessel was 
boarded in Bering Sea and warned by 
the Thetis on the 7th inst, and a cer- 
tificate to that effect was endorsed on 
her manifest. She had then on 
board nineteen sealskins. Instead of 
beeding the warning to leave, Laninfa 
remained there until she was seized 
seven days later by the Thetis. No 
additional skins were found on board, 
Third Lieut. Johnson was placed in 
charge of the prize with a detail of 
four armed men, with orders to pro- 
ceed to Ounalaska. The Corwin ar- 
rived there on the 16thinst., and will 
await tiie arrival of Laninfa. 

On July 15, the United States 
steamers Mohican, Alert and Thetis 
and the British ships Ny.oph and 
Pheasant were cruising in Bering Sea.

SHOT HIMSELF. 


Suicide of a Well-known Rancher at 


Seabright. 

Yesterday morning Christian Broderson, 

ll known. throughout this county, com- 
mitted suicide by shooting himself, at his 
place at Seabright, about two miles~ from 
Long Beach. Mr. Broderson aroseat bis usual 
time, between 5 and 6 o’clock, and taking 
amiik bucket left the house to milk the 
cow, as his wife thought. She heard a shot 
in a, few minutes after he left, but paid no 
attention, as she thuught it was some hun- 
ter.

Resu 't of the Meeting Held 


SPEECHES AND RESOLUTIONS 


to Resign or Give Their Con- 
sent to at Once Calling 
an Election. 


Pursuant to call the people of Santa Mon- 
ica met at the corner of Utali avethue and 
Third street Thursday evening to give ex- 
pression to their sentiments in regard to the 


the Town Trustees in the matter of calling 
an election to vote on the question of issu 


ing bonds to construct a wharf at that 
place. 


Justice RAW, Rogers was elected presi- 


— of the meeting and L, T. Fisher secre- 
ry. 


Judge RA, Ling of Los Angeles, who 
owns property in Santa Monica, was intro- 
duced and madean eloquent plea in behalf 
of progress in the city by the sea, and pre- 
dicting wonderful things for the town if 
allowed to pursue that line of progress to 
which the natural advantages of the situa 
tion so plainly point, 

The speaker then pela his respects to 
Messrs. John Steere and Joseph 3S. Ailen, 
the two trustees whoare now posing before 
this community as obstructionists, neither 
of them giving any valid resson for their 
opposition, «nd one of them clearly discios- 
ing the fact that he bas no higher motive 
than spitework. 

The Judge’s speech carried the close at- 
tention of the large crowd, and was fre- 
quently indorsed by loud applause, 

T. Fisher was next called out, 
givnced briefly atthe town’s history, and 
especially urged upon the people the im- 

rtance of standing together and continu- 
ng in the good werk of improvemept which 
they have been fostering for the past several 
years. He also insisted that the selling of 
the former wharf was an act of bad faith 
with the people, as it was explicitly declared 
on the day of the first sale of lots, that this 
town would be fostered as a seaport—that 
the wharf was as inseparably connected 
with the essential features of the town as 
the water system. 

As for Messrs. Steere and Allen, who 
were obstructing the will of the people, as 
a matter of vay ee was only one-fitteenth of 
either of them that was deteating the wishes 
of the community. That is to say the ma- 
jority of the members of the board only lack 
one-fifteenth of a vote to secure the needed 
two-thirds majority to call .the election. 
Dr. Elawood Chaffey, as one of the Santa 
Monica Wharf «na ‘Terminal Company,ap- 
peared and briefly stated that his corporation 
owned considerable property within the 
town limits, and that they were willing to 
share their part of the taxes with the people 
in building a wharf. The secretary then 
read the following resolutions: 

WHEREAS, it is recognized as one of the 
fundamental princ'ples of this free Ameri- 
can Republic that the peopie are the source 
of power, and that for convenience individ- 
ual citizens are selected as agents, with the 
implied understanding that said agents are 
at no time the rulers; and 

WHEREAS, it necessarily follows, that 
when an agent fails to represent the prin- 
cipal he is under moral, if not legal, obliga- 
tion to surrender the delegated power en- 
trusted to him; therefore 

Resolved, that the people of Santa Mon- 
ica, in mass meeting assembied, in view of 
the well-recognized principies as herein 
enunciated, demand that John Steere and 
Joseph L. Allen, as trustees of this corpo- 
ration, either comply with the wishes of 
their constituency, in calling an election to 
enable all to express their unbiased senti- 
ments as to the gn of issuing bonds 
to construct a wharf in front of Santa 
Monica town site, or that said John Steera 
and Joseph L. Allen at once tender their 
resignations as trustees of said town of 
Santa Monica. 


The resolutions were upanimously 
adopted, and then indorsed with three 
rousing cheers and a tiger. 


cordial invitation was extended to anyone 
present, who was potin sympathy with the 
meeting, to take the stand and give —— 
sion to his views, the president promisin 
him a respectful hearing. No one accep 
the invitation. 

President Kegers then dismissed the meet- 
ing with a pithy, pertinent speech, in which 
he defended the conduct of the meeting, 
claiming that while there were some pretty 
tart lusions to Messrs. Steere and 
Allen, their indefensible position—which 
is so exasperating—bad invited it.

Mrs. C. M. Severance, as chairman of the 
committee of four appointed by the club at 
the previous meeting to confer with the 
Teachers’ Committee of the Board of Edu- 
cation, submitted the following report, 
which was accepted without a dissenting 
voice by the large body of members present: 

“The committe of four appointed at your 
request at your last ciub meeting for inter- 
viewing the Teachers’ Committee of the 
School Board in regard to its dismissal of 
teachers, who were known tomanyof you 
and to the public as capable, conscientious 
and well-approved, beg leave to report that 
jts members have done what they could in 
the discharge of the delicate duty entrusted 
tothem. ‘They found, on their arrival at 
the City Hall at 8 o’clock p.m. on August 1, 
that the Teachers’ Committee was already in 
session and several applicants were waiting 
their turn to be caliedintothe inner room. 
They found also two of the rejected teach- 
ere ip waiting, who had been told when ap- 
plying to single members of the Teachers’ 
Committee that they might come before the 
fullcommittee at this time. With them 
were several friends. The interview was 
somewhat complicated therefore by the alto- 
gether informal! presentation of points aud 
arguments by the different members of both 
these groups. To summarize, however, as 
nearly as-possible in a brief space the re- 
sults of the interview, your committee 
would report that the two reasons put for- 
ward by the members of the Teachers’ Com- 
mittee for the action taken by them in this 
matter was, the “inefficiency” of the teach- 
ers so dismissed and the feeling on the part 
of the committee that they “could do better,”’ 
whilw indirectly it was urged that the fact 
of age (as being past usefulness) was also 
a factor to be considered, and the general 
statements, often reiterated and made to do 
‘duty as arguments that “teachers are only 
‘engaged for one year at atime,” and that 
“the American idea is to move from place 
‘to place’’—the inference being that these 
changes might be considered as Voluntary 
and these dismissals to be expected as a 
matter of course and habit, and couid 
therefore work no special hardship to those 
dismissed. (This logic we need not char- 
oo before a body so intelligent as 
this.) 

“In reply, your committee and the other 
ladies present urged the fact that of the two 
rejected teachers then present, and repre- 
sentatives of many others, there could by no 
possibility be offered the disqualification of 
undue age or proven inefiiciency as they 
had been well known} as most successful 
teachers in our city up to date, yet these had 
been unable, like most of the teachers dis- 
mnissed, to obtain any reasous from the 
members of board or committee for their 
removal, one of these having been made the 
subject of & most earnest appeal to the 
board by her principal. Your committee 
urged also the better “American ideas’ of 
tenure of “office during good behavior” and 
of “promotion for merit’, and not dismissal 
without cause—and this in the interest of 
pupi!, no lessthan of the teacher. ‘I'hat 
while it was manifestly most unfair to de- 
pose a teacher who was doing conscientious 
‘and acceptabie work, it was also ruinous to 
all proper preparation fora profession, from 
which the whim or personal bias of a tem- 
porary committee might: at any time dis- 
place her and peril all her future chances to 
gain an honorable living. 

“Your committee was also distressed to 
learn that in the cases of the treacbers 
present, as is reported of many others, the 
visits of the Teachers’ Committee to their 
schools had been very rare (as their regis- 
ters must show), sothatit does not seem 

ssible that areportof “inefficiency” could 

ave been formed on careful personal ob- 
servation, and this is surely indispensable 
to a just verdict, and expected by the pub- 
lic. It had also been promised by the Su- 
perintendent at the outset of his official 


' career, that although he might have no time 


to commend individual work when 
well done, he would be certain to 
inform the teaciers ofe any which he 
found unsatisfactory, and it was claimed 
by those present, and not denied by the 
board, that in those cases of dismissal as in 
others, no such dissatisfaction had been re-

THE LADY TELLS ABOUT HER 
MARITAL TROUBLES. 


Nine Months of Ill Treatment and 
Abuse — How She Came 
to Leave Her 
Husband. 


The announcement that Mrs. Yda Addis- 
Storke was in the city, and had commenced 
suit tor separate maintenance from her 
husbind, Hon. C. A. Storke of Santa 
Barbara, as published in Tue Times yes- 
terday morning, was a great surprise to the 
many friends of that lady in Los Angeles. 
lt was not generally known that she had 
left her husband, and all but her very inti- 
mate friends were of the opinion that her 
married life was a happy one. 

With a view of learning the facts in the 
case, a TIMES reporter yesterday called on 
Mrs. Storke at the residence of Don Antonio 
Coronel, on Central avenue, where the lady 
is at present a guest. Mrs. Storke has 
changed very much in the past few months. 
and looks at least ten years older than shoe 
dida year ago. She is apparently com- 
pletely broken in health, and looks a com- 
plete physical wreck, she says she is. 
Mrs. Storke said she disliked very much to 
make her private affairs public, byt as 
everything would come outin the trial of 
ber suit, she consented to make a statement, 

She said that she was married to Mr. 
Storke, September 10, 1890, at Santa Bar- 
bara, and three weeks later went with him 
to San Francisco, when her husband com- 
menced to abuse her. The first scene was 
in the Lick House, when he used violent 
and abusive !angu ge to ber and made 
threatening gestures, although he did 
not actually strike her,’ and from 
that time on her life was made 
miserable by constaut abuse and ill treat- 
ment.

INADEQUATE PROTECTION, 


During the past few weeks Los An- 
geles has suffered what may almost be 
termed an epidemic of fires. During 
that time ten residences in the west- 
ern and southwestern sectiotis have 
been burned to the ground, and several 
in other portions of the city have also 
been destroyed. It is true that a num- 
ber of these were small structures and 

ve or six of them were wiped out in 
one copflagration. The alarming fea- 
ture is that all of these properties were 
totally destroyed, while the fire de- 
partment, from some cause or another, 
was unable to render any efficient ser- 
vice. In two cases at least, occurring 
in the western hills—the last being the 
burning of Maj. Kimball’s _ resi- 
dence on the night of July 31— 
there was no available water, owing 
to the fact that the supply 


-of the Citizens’ Water Company nad 


been cut off. In two other cases—the 
burning of the group of cottages near 
Temple street, and the destruction of 
the new $16,000 residence of Mrs. Doria 
Jones recently—water was not availa- 
ble, Gwing to the remoteness of a fire 


| plug or the insufficiency of hose. 


Whether the fault is one thing or 
another the fact that valuable build- 
ings burn down while the department 
is powerless to render assistance is ¢cal- 
culated to set people to thinking, If 
the fault is capable of remedy itshould. 
be remedied at once. 

We cannot get away from several 
facts which confront usin considering 
the matter of protection from fire. 
First, that the residences of Los Ange- 
les are built almost exclusively of 
wood: second, that our city is scat- 
tered over an unusually large territory; 
third, that a considerable portion of 
this territory includes a hill section, 
which is more or less difficult of access. | 
We believe that suflicient attention 
bas never been paid tothe placing of 
fire-plugs so as to keep the service 
commensurate with the extension of 
the residence portions of the city. In 


the west-side hills there has always 


been complaint of a shortage in. this 
respect, and in East Los Angeles 
several houses have burned down 
without let or hindrance because of 
the remoteness ofa plug. Even with 
the best equipped fire department it is 
not to be expected that a half mile, 
more or less, of hose can be laid down 
to bring water toa fire with anything 
like satisfactory results. A water sup- 
ply must be reasonably convenient or 
there is certain loss. 

It seems to us that the way to reform 
our fire service is to begin at the begin- 
ning. First, let the Council see that 
adequate facilities for obtaining water 
are provided. Thenif the department 
itself needs overhauling and brushing 
up,either im its equipment or personnel, 
let that also be attended to with dispatch 
and thoroughness. We bave taken 
chances on our good luck long enough, 
and the recent multiplicity of un- 
checked fires gives us only a hint of 
what might have happened long ago, 
and what may continue to bappen 
right along. 


OUR TROPICS, 


Maj. Powell has written an article 
on the oveifluw of the Colorado Des- 
ert, in which he bolds that ‘whether 
this small basin is to be land or sea 
matters little to man, as desert or gulf 
is alike valueless.”” He shows that the 
Colorado basin is but one of a succes- 
sion of depressions ip the southwest 
interior of the United States, embra- 
civg a portion of Southern California, 
the greater part of Nevada, much of 
Utab and the western half of Arizona. 
in it there are several other districts 
that sink below thegevel of the sea, 
the most notable noW being the Death 
Valley. Between the intersecting moun- 
tains mostly of volcanic origin, there 
are deep basins, Salt Lake lying in one 
of them. These depressed valleys that 


‘have no outlet are being gradually 


filled up by the wash from the moun- 
tains, aud except when occupied by 
salt lakes are feariul deserts. All of 
them are valueless. None of them can 
be redeemed, even by irrigation, for if 
there was water the soil is so saline 
that crops cannot grow on it. In the 
region described as being without 
rivers thatrunto the sea, the little 
irrigable land is chiefly found among 
mountains, or in elevated valleys 
among mountains. Hence the settle- 
ment of the region must always be 


“sparse, 


At the same time Maj. Powell takes 
ahopeful view of the country lying ad- 
jacent to these desert regions, where 
the soil is productive and there is 
more or less water for irNgation.

They are too 
bot to be inviting as places of resi- 
dence, but people will live almost any- 
where’ now-a-days if the¥ can make 
money by so doing. The very excess 
vf that\Avhich makes the climate so 
disagreeable, when taken together 
with the adjuncts of good soil and 
plenty of water, will serve to produce 
fruits which cannot be grown in\milder 
and more agreeable localities. Thus 
the way is opened for the production 
of pineapples, bananas, dates, unda 
line of tropical fruits which we do not 
pretend to raise for profit in Southern 
California now... More thai that,

itis probable that citrus fruits, and 
perhaps some varieties of berries and 
deciduous fruits may be grown in some 
of these extra warm localities, and 
that they will ripen a month or more 
before our California fruits of the 
samé varieties are ready to go upon the 
markets. In such event, the growers 
on the edge of the desert would obtain 
fancy prices for their: produce and 
might make their industry very profit- 


able. Wesay these are “Merely possi- 


bilities, and ‘the suggestion is 
given for what it is worth. 
We know of nobody who has 


yet made a fortune at fruit farming in 
the tropical regions alluded to, but 
justthe same the fortunes may be 
there waiting for somebody to come 
and sweat for them. We have seen’ 
apricots grown in the Gila Valley, 
Arizona, which were fully six weeks or 
two months earlier than those ripened 
in Los Augeles county. There may be 
otber localities accessible by rail where 
fruits would ripen equally early. At 
all events we would be giad to see the 
experiment given a good trial. 


A LITTLE RED SPIDER, 


Tne Times reported a few days ago 

than an insect pest new to this locality 
bad been discovered in English walout 
trees near Los Angeles, and that it 
threatens todo much damage. It is 
the red spider, whose Latin designa- 
tion is Tetranchus telarius. In other 
portions of the State where it has been 
known for some years, the red spider 
has shown an especial fancy for almond 
trees, although it also infests nearly 
all varieties of deciduous trees and 
even citrus trees. Hitherto the wal- 
nut groves of Southern California have 
been remarkably exempt from all 
kinds of parasites. It is incumbent 
upon the Horticultural Commission to 
see that the newly-imported bug is 
eradicated before it has time to infest 
these hitherto. clean walnut groves 
and before it spreads to the fruit 
orchards. Matthew Cook’s work on 
Insect Pests describes the red spider 
as @ small red mite, infesting the 
trunk, limbs and foliage of fruit trees, 
nursery stock, garden and hot-house 
plants. The young mite, when first 
hatched from the egg, has only six legs; 
in a few days a film seems to cover the 
body, and from this emerges the per- 
fect mite, having eight legs. The 
form of the body is ovate; length, one- 
sixtieth of an inch; color various, some-. 
times brick-red, rust-red or greenish 
dotted with red; head yellowish. The 
injury done by this species is princi- 
pally on the fruit, bude, blossoms and 
on the leaves. They eat the epidermis 
orskin of the latter, and also cover 
them with a fine web, causing them to 
wither and fall off. The trunk, limbs 
and branches of trees seriously in- 
fected by this mite, appear of a red- 
dish color, or sometimes, when slightly 
infested, as if covered with iron rust. 
A thorough drenching of the tree with 
water is prescribed asa good remedy, 
or spray with the following solution: 
One pound of whale-oil soap and one-. 
third pound of sulphur mixed accord- 
ing to formula; one pound of the mix- 
ture to each gallon of water, applied 
ata temperature of 130° Fahrenheit. 


BOULEVARDS, 


Pians have been completed for an- 
other grand boulevard in Chicago, to 
cost $600,000. Itia to be one of the 
avenues connected with Lincoln Park, 
and will be 175 feet wide and ove mile 
long.

‘CHARGES OF FRAUD. 


New Phase of the Backer Failure in 
New York. 

New York, Aug. 7.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Oounsel for H. Myers 
& Bros. of Savannah, Ga., have ob- 
tained ipjunctions against the-Mer- - 
ational Bavk, Central Na- 
onal Bark, Abraham Backer and bis 
assignees. The banks are enjoined 


from disposing of bonds and notes — 
plated with them by Backer. 
The cases in which injunctions were 
granted today show strange conduct on 
the part of Backer, who failed for 
$4,000,000, and give currency to a ru- 
mor that criminal proceeding may be 
taken against him.

He, however, pledged the 
collateral on his own account and 
pocketed the proceeds.

THE SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


TROUBLE BETWEEN GOV. TREI- 
CHEL AND MAJ. ERDMAN. » 


The Deposed Treasurer Gets Away 
with the Vouchers and Com- 
plaints are Sworn Out. 

A $4900 Overdraft. 


The management of the Soldiers’ Home 
near Santa Monica is much exercised con- 
cerning the way in which Maj. Erdman, its 
dismissed treasurer, left that institution on 
the 4th inst. It led to the arrest of himself 
and his clerk, G. W. Zacharias, on the 
charge of grand larceny, and, although the 
complaints were dismissed the next day on 
motion of Col. Treichel, governor of the 
Home, who vas the complaining witness, 
the end is not yet, by any means. 

After Maj. Erdman had been dismissed 
froth his position as treasurer of the Home, 
and Capt. ‘Thornton of thiscity had relieved 
him, he remained nearly twenty days atthe 
institution, He informed the Capiain that 


he intended to take away with him all the! 


vouchers that had accumulated during his 
term of office. Capt. Thornton dissuaded 
him from doing so, alleging that they prop- 
erly belonged to the Home and were not 
Erdman’s private property. He proposed 
that the matter should be represented to 
Gen. Franklin, the president of the board 
of managers of the National lLiome, and 
that the Major abide by that oflficial’s deci- 
sion. ‘There was no further talk about the 
matter, but on the Fourth, while Capt. 
Thornton was momentarily away from the 
treasurer’s office, Maj. Erdman and his 
clerk, Zacharias, removed the trunk which 
contained the vouchers, contracts, abstracts, 
stub books and other documents from the 
room, and loaded it upon a wagon and 
Zacharias drove away with it toward Santa 
Monica. Gov. Treichel bad seen the move 
from his residence and called upon the ser- 
geant of the guard to stop Zacharias, but he 
could not be reached. 

Col. ‘lreichel then immediately repaired 
to Santa Monica, where he swore out com- 
plains for the arrest of both Erdman and 
Zacharias. The latter alone was found and 
arrested, bail being fixed and given in the 
amount of $500 for his appearance at exam- 
ination before Justice Rogers. At the 
same time a writ of replevin was issued and 
placed inthe hands of the constable at 
Santa Monica forthe purpose of securing 
the box cortaining the disputed documents, 
The baggage car of the train was searched 
for it, but it could nowhere be found. 

Gov. Treichel then telegraphed the facts 
to Gen. Franklin, andin reply received a 
dispatch directing him toconfer with Maj. 
Bonebrake, the local manager of the Home, 
and if necessary totake legal advice and do 
what was necessary in the premises to re- 
cover the papers. 

By the advice of Maj. Bonebrake and 
Chapman, the well-known attorney, Col. 
Triechel on the following day dismissed the 
criminal charges against the defendants, 
but urged that the suit in replevin be 
pushed. When Maj. Erdman was asked for 
the missing documents he smiled and said 
that the papers had been removed beyond 
the limits of the State. 

A TIMEs reporter yesterday interviewed 
Gov. Triechel at the Soldiers’ Home in re- 
gard tothe matter. The Colonel had just 
read a. garbled report of the matterina 
morning contemporary. 

“Yes,” said he, “it isa fact that the ap- 
propriation had been overdrawn by about 
#4000. There is no insinuation, however, 
that there was anything wrong—that there 
was anything crooked in that regard, and it 
had nothing to do with Erdman’s removal.”’ 

“Pardon me,” interrupted a high official 
connected with the National Home, who 
was present at the interview, “I think it 
had something to do with that removal. 
Erdmau had acted in an unwarranted man- 
ner.

Prunes are offered at 64 cents 
for bags and 63 cents for boxes, but there 
are no takers, The Commercial Bulletin 
says: ‘Choice California peaches in bags 
might be sold to a limited extent at 7 cents 
f. o, b., but buyers at that or any other 
reasonable price are few and far between. 
The entire market is bare of speculative 
interest,’”’ 
The disposal of the great surplus of the 
potato crop isa hard problem just at pres- 
ent. A fair estimate places the amount of 
potatoes now ready fer shipment in this and 
Orange county at from 600 to 7v0 carloads. 
Shipments are very light, most eastern 


localities now having plenty of potatoes of 
theirown.
